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AN ORDINANCE, 


TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULA- 
TION OF PRIVIES IN THE 
CITY OF ELBA, ALA.; TO PRO- 


VIDE SPECIFICATIONS GOV-! 


ERNING THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF PIT PRIVIES: AND TO PRO- 
VIDE PENALTIES FOR THE 
VIOLATION OF SAID ORDI- 
NANCES, OR ANY SECTION 
THEREOF, 


Be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Elba, Alabama. 

1. That on and after the first day 
of June, 1926, it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to own maintain, or operate in the 
city of Elba, Alabama, or in the zone 
of police jurisdiction thereof, a privy 
or dry closet for the reception of hu- 
man excreta, unless said closet is 
built, rebuilt or constructed as here- 
inafter provided, 

2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to throw, 
or deposit, or bury within the city 
limits of the eity of Elba, Alabama, 
or in the zone of police jurisdiction 
thereof, and such exereta in any man- 
ner other than into properly sewered 
water closet or properly constructed 
pit privies. 

3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to con- 
struct ,maintain, or permit a privy to 
exist on any property or properties un 
der their control, where sewer con- 
nection is impossible, unless said 
privy is a pit constructed as herein- 
after provided. 

4. A pit privy is one so built, that: 


(a) The excreta deposited in it! 


shall enter into a compartment or 

an excavation in the ground. 

(b) The contents of this compart- 

ment shall be inaccessible to flies, 

fowls or small animals at all times. 

(ec) The compartment shall con- 

sist of an excavated chamber con- 

forming to the following dimen- 
sions: Minimum width inside curb- 
ing 8 feet, Minimum length inside 

curbing 8 feet, 6 inches. (add 2 

feet for each additional scat.) 

Minimum depth from ground sur- 

face 5 feet. 

The pit compartment shall be pro- 
vided with a box curbing not less than 
one inch in thickness, braced at the 
four corners With a 2x4 corner post, 
and extending from the top to bottom 
of the pit. The first 12 inches of the 
curb box, measured from the top, 
shall be solid. The remaining spaces 
shall have an open area of not less 
than 20 per cent or more than 30 per 
cent of the area of each side. All 
lumber shall ®be air dried or kiln 
dried, grading No, 1 common, 

(ad) Each privy whose compartment 
measures 3’ 6” minimum length in- 
side of the box curbing shall be pro- 
vided with one seat and shall serve 
only one immediate family of not 
over six persons, For each addition- 
al four persons or fraction thereof, 
the pit length is to be increased 2 
feet, unless so modified by the Coun- 
ty Health Officer. For each addition- 
al two feet, in length one additional 
seat shall be provided. 

(e) Over the pit shall be placed a 
concrete slab containing the seat 
riser, The slab shall be bedded in 
fresh cement mortar, so as to provide 
a tight joint between the ground and 
the seat, ‘This slab shall be 3’ 8” 
wide and 4’ 2” long for 8’ 6" pit, 
with a thickness of 4”. It shall con- 
tain’ lb. of hog wire fence reinforce 
ment per square foot of surface, or 
an equal weight of steel bars not 
wreater than 4 inch, (square or 
round in thickness. ) 

(f) The seat riser shall be 16 inches 
from the top of the slab to the top 
of the riser. The walls shall be 1 3-4 
inches thick, reinforced with two 
thicknesses of chicken-netting-wire, 
consisting of 8-4 pounds of wire 
reinforcing. 

The riser shall be ovel in shape, 
inside diameter from front to rear 
17”, and cross diameter 11”. Two 
4 x 6” bolts shall be set when the 
riser is poured, to hold in place a 
wooden seat. Ail exposed concrete 
surfaces must be troweled to a 
smooth finish.

8 cubie feet clean giaded gravel, 

ugysegate che laigest particles of 

Which shall not be over 1 % inches 

in maximum diameter, 

The conerete shall be mixed un- 
til all sand grains are coated with 
cement, and all gravel coated with 
the resulting matrix. 

(h) ‘The seats shall be so fitted to 
the conerete riser andeso consuructed 
that the joints between surfaces will 
be the minimum possible space. The 
seat shall be of kiln or air dried lum- 
ber, grading B&B, neatly made, and 
painted with a waterproof compound 
giving a hard glazed surface which 
will not crack, a butt hinge (split) 
of satisfactory size shall be used to 
hinge the top and bottom of the seat 
to the bolted back piece, so as to per- 
mit both lid and cover to the raised. 

1 There shall be provided a 4” 
galvanized iron flue pipe extending 
from the slab to 8” above the roof 
of the building. This flue shall be 
securely cemented into the slab and 
shall be screened at the top or bot4 
tom with No. 16 mesh. copper or 
bronze sereen wire, At the top there 
shall be a ventilating * conical cap 
which diameter shall be such as to pro 
|vide 1 42 inches over hand, The roof 
of the house shall be so flashed as to 
jprevent leakage around this flue pipe. 

The excavated earth from the pit 
shall be banked up around the slab 
in a manner to prevent the entrance 
of surface water. (It is advisable to 
cover this banked earth with plank- 
ing under the over-hand of the roof 
to prevent washing by roof dropping. 
sufficiently substiantial may be used 
;to set over the new pit. When this 
is done, the walls of the privy Shdl 
be extended to the surface of the 
frround, 

8. When the pit contents reach 
within 18 inches of the top of the 
pit, the building shall be removed 
the old pit completely filled with 


earth and a new pit dug, or the con-; 


tents shall be bailed or pumped out 
and earried to a suitable spot and 
buried with at least 18 inches of 
jearth covering. Pit contents shall 
not be used as garden compost. 

: 9 (a) The pit shall not be used 
for reception of liquid house waste, 
such’ as dish water, laundry water, 
ete. 

(») Lids of seat shall be kept clos- 
ed and the seats shall be kept soap 
and water clean. 

10. A cup full of kerosene shall 
be sprinkled into the pit once each 
week during the months from April 
to October, to prevent mosquito bree 
ing. 

(b) A can of concentrated lye, or 
a small amount of air-slaked lime 


shall be put into each pit once a week, 


to prevent an acid-condition of the 
contents and the attendant odors. 

11. In case the pit should cave at 
any time, it shall be repaired prompt- 
ly. All repairs necessary to make 
the privy building fly-proof shall be 
made whenever needed, 

12. All privies existing or main- 
tained in the said city after the date 
on which this ordinance takes effect, 
which do not conform to the repuire- 
ments of this ordinance, or to the re- 
gulations of the Health Officer issued 
under this ordinance, shall be and are 
hereby declared a nuisance, danger- 
jous to the publie health. and the city
